The governor, at the request 
of county emergency response 
directors, can activate the 
Michigan Volunteer Defense 
Force to assist with emergency 
operations centers and com- 
munity emergency response 
teams, 

About 160 men and women 
took part in training and 
refresher courses at Camp 
Grayling, which included fire- 
fighting, search and rescue, 
first-aide and radio communi- 
cations.

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners took the first step 10 move 
the county's 911/Central Dispatch Center 
info the virtual age. 

The county board, at it ways and means 
meeting last week, voted to have its audit 
committee find $23,875 from the county's 
2010-11 budget for a Virtual Consolidation 
Project with Roscommon County. The full 
county board will consider the recommen- 
dation at its next regular meeting scheduled 
for 9:30 a.m. on Wednesday, Sept. 15. 

Virtual Consolidation provides for each 
agency to remain independent in day-to- 
day operations and share information with 
the ability to immediately assist and 
takeover the operations of the other 911 
Dispatch Center. 

The project is being completed through 
the Public Safety Interoperable 
Communications program. Through the 
program, Central Dispatch centers will 
combine Computer Aided Dispatching 
(CAD) and radio communications opera- 
tions between the dispatch centers, allow- 
ing cach center the ability to continuously 
monitor the other center and assist or com- 
pletely takeover the operations of the other 
center when necessary. 

The grant is being used to study interop- 
erable communications within — the 
Michigan State Police and Homeland 
Security's Seventh District, which covers 
northern Michigan. Under the proposal, 
dispatch centers for Alpena County and 
Alcona County will be combined. Centers 
for Grand Traverse County and Leelanau 
County would also be combined. Benzie 
County chose to drop out of the consolida- 
{ion project. 

Max Machuta, project manager from 
Municipal Services Consulting, Inc. based 
in Traverse City, said the virtual consolida- 
tion project would entail upgrading the cur- 
rent CAD software in Roscommon County 
along with installing the necessary addi- 
tional equipment and software in Crawford 
County. He said Roscommon County 
already has the ficensing for the CAD sys- 
tem, which will result in substantial savings 
for Crawford County.

The City of Grayling has 
until the end of the month 
to spend $26,000 in state 
funds to study possible 
environmental issues on 
underdeveloped and blight- 
ed properties in the com- 


munity. 

In 2004, the city was 
awarded a $200,000 
Department of 
Environmental Quality 


grant to study Brownfield 
properties, jand where there 
may be potential contami- 
nation, is underveloped or 
blighted. 

Retired Crawford County 
Environmental Monitor 
Bruce Patrick and the coun- 
ty’s Brownfield Authority 
administered the grant. 

Environmental — assess- 
ments were done on the for- 
mer Bear Archery property, 
the Chief Shoppenagon’s 
Motor Hotel, the property 
where Walgreens was built 
and 55 acres of property 
where a former city dump 
was focated in the industri- 
al park. 

Sean Robinson, project 
manager for AKT Peerless, 
which has an office in 
Traverse City, said there 


was no ground or ground- 
water contamination on the 
city property. 

“Tv’s nothing,” he said. 
“There are no skull and 
crossbones.” 

Robinson said that the 
sluggish economy _ has 
delayed redevelopment of 
the Bear Archery property. 


A study at the Chief 
Shoppenagon’s Motor 
Hotel revealed that an 


underground heating fuel 
tank has been removed and 
is not an issue, 

A company — called 
Cascade Wood Products 
LLC, which planned to 
process hardwood lumber 
and wood pellets, proposed 
to build a plant on the city 
property. Robinson said 
that deal has never come to 
fruition and was the last 
time the Brownfield funds 
were used for an environ- 
mental assessment 1 
Grayling. 

“We just really sat tight 
and just waited and wait- 
ed,” Robinson said of 
development of the plant. 

Now, Robinson is 
proposing to assess the 
property where the former 
Kentucky Fried Chicken, 
Citgo Station and Cedar 


Motel are located. He said 
the Cedar Motel property 
might have potential conta- 
mination from a Dupont 
Plant, which was operated 
in Grayling from 1917 (o 
1924. The property also 
may have issues from rail- 
roads that ran through the 
community during the lum- 
bering era, 

The city has to spend the 
$26,000 left over from the 
grant by Sept. 30 or return 
the funds to the state, which 
will likely be spent on envi- 
ronmental assessments in 
southeast Michigan. 

Robinson said the more 


access he can gain to the 
propertiics, the = more 
advanced = environmental 


assessments his firm can 
accomplish. Only commer- 
cial and industrial zoned 
land would be considered 
for the assessments. That 
would result in getting the 
properties redeveloped, cre- 
ate jobs and back on the tax 
rolls. 

“If you save a real estate 
developer up to $2,000 10 
$3,000 by already having 
the study compicted, that 
could be what makes the 
deal, especially in today’s 
market.” Robinson said. 
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Funds for environmenta 
assessments available 


Grayling Mayor Kar! 
Schreiner suggested the 
former DXR_ computers 
building for an environ- 
mental assessment — to 
potentially have the build- 
ing demolished. Four years 
ago, city officials deter- 
mined there were asbestos 
and mold issues with the 
building. The property has 
since diverted to the county 
for non-payment of taxes. It 
was not purchased in a 
foreclosure sale held by the 
county last month. 

“One project would be a 
success rather that losing 
another opportunity,” 
Robinson said. 

The funds can be spent to 
study any property within 
the city limits. 

The city council gave 
Robinson approval to do 
the studies as he gains per- 
mission to access the prop- 
erties. 

“We have 30 days to 
spend the money, let’s get it 
spent,” said Councilperson 
Heidi Farmer.

THE JUDICIAL system usually 
ean be considered the most sedate 


of the historic three branches of 


government we learn about in high 
school civics class. 

The legislative branch usually is 
the most brawling of the three 
arms of government, and the peo- 
ple ~ who really are supposed to 
run the whole show — usually are 
more aware of what the adminis- 
trative branch is up to and react 
more quickly to its deeds and mis- 
deeds. 

However, tin Michigan politics 
these days the state supreme court 
is up to its elbows in poltical 
action, reaction and controversy. 

Voters will elect two members 
of the seven member supreme 
court in November. The leading 
candidates have been nominated 


by very active and contentious 
political parties. But although 


under the law the state Supreme 
Court ts designed to be above pol- 
itics and partisanship. how can it 
be. with everything involved in 
this vear’s election? 

ELIZABETH WEAVER from 
Leelanau County had been elected 
twice to the Michigan Supreme 
Court as a Republican nominee,

Court oe in Michigan is not sedate 


but has been at odds with other 
Republican nominees on the court, 
and Republicans had no intention 
of nominating her again this year. 
So she filed notice that she would 
run anyway, which an incumbent 
justice can do under the law. 

However, just days before con- 
ventions of the (wo parties were 
set to fill out their November state 
of state candidates, including 
Supreme Court candidates, Justice 
Weaver set in motion a plan she 
admittedly had been working on 
for several months. 

Ms. Weaver resigned immedi- 
ately from the court and Gov, 
Jennifer Granholm, a Democrat, at 
the same time appointed Judge 
Alton T. Davis of Grayling, a 
Democrat and currently on the 
State Court of Appeals, to serve 
the balance of Ms. Weaver's term 
through Dec. 31, 2010. 

A few days later. Democrats 
nominated Justice Davis for a full 
eight-year term and as a sitting jus- 
tice, Mr. Davis will be identified 
on the ballot as “Supreme Court 
Justice,” an election perk granted 
to all sitting judges and a very 
lnportant election aid on a ballot 
where name recognition is vital. 

Ms. Weaver said it’s important 
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for the court to continue to have at 
least one member from upstate 
Michigan, and Judge Davis was 
her choice. Gov. Granholm agreed. 

ALL THIS political-judicial 
maneuvering — which redounds 
greatly to Democratic hopes of 
controlling the state Supreme 
Court — has drawn considerable 
public criticism, especially from 
Republicans, who claim that Ms. 
Weaver has handed control of the 
court over to Democrats, making 
the balance 4-3 Democrat rather 
than 4-3 Republican. 

In fact, Democrats already con- 
trol. Ms. Weaver voted with 
Democrats {0 name Justice 
Marilyn Kelly as Chief Justice, 
and Ms. Weaver also has voted 
with Democrats on several key 
close issues. Seldom in recent 
years has Justice Weaver supplied 
a fourth Republican vote on 
important issues. 

Appointment to fill vacancies 1s 
a usual way to gain or extend 
influence on the judicial system, 
which governors of both parties 
have used in past years. 

The three Republican justices on 
the Michigan court all initially got 
there by appointments from 


Republican Gov. John Engler, who 
earlier also had appointed all three 
to the state appellate courts. When 
a governor moves a judge from 
one court to a higher one, she/he 
then has a second appointment to 
fill the job the higher judge has 
vacated, 

Ms, Weaver’s stated concern, 
about area representation on the 
state’s highest court, to many in 
outstate areas is 4 genuine one. 

Republican Justices Stephen 
Markman, Robert Young and 
Maura Corrigan all came out of the 
legal community in southeastern 
Michigan. So did Democratic 
Justices Marilyn Kelly and Diane 
Hathaway. 

Justice Michael Cavanagh has a 
Detroit background, but went to 
the court out of the Lansing legal 
community. 

Folks from Wayne, Oakland and 
Macomb counties often point out 
that about half the Michigan popu- 


lation lives in Southeastern 
Michigan. 
Of course, the other half do not. 


THE MOST reassuring factor to 
me in this whole scenario ts Alton 


T. Davis. He has been a good com- 


munity citizen in the Grayling 


area, served as Crawford County 
prosecuting attorney, and then for 
several years as circuit judge. 

Judge Davis is known quite 
favorably as a fair and honorable 
part of the court system in 
Crawford and surrounding coun- 
ties, most of which do not turn out 
heavy Democratic votes, 

As a Supreme Court justice, 
Justice Alton Davis can be expect- 
ed to be thorough and fair. 

Two Republican nominces also 
are on the Supreme Court ballot in 
November. Incumbent Justice 
Robert Young, a Republican, is the 
avowed primary target— of 
Democratic party strategists. The 
second GOP nominee is Wayne 
Circuit Judge Mary Beth Kelly. 

In addition to Alton Davis, also 
nominated by Democrats 1s 
Oakland Circuit Judge Denise 
Langford Morris. 

Of the four major nominees, 
only Justice Davis is not from 
Southeastern Michigan.

Football team defeats Houghton Lake, moves to 2-0

It wasn’t perfect — they 
finished with five turnovers 
and allowed three long TD 
runs (82, 60, and 88 yards) — 
but the Grayling Vikings, in 
their 2010 home opener for 
varsity football on Thursday 
night, defeated the 
Houghton Lake Bobcats 33- 
20 in a nonconference con- 
test that featured nine total 
turnovers and dig plays by 
both squads. 

It rained before the game 
and during part of the first 
quarter, giving the squads 
wet conditions in which to 
playa thecteame, combined, 
lost five: fumbles and “each 
Aarensivetinit Had two ifter- 
ceptions. 

The first turnover came 
early in the game. On the 
second play from = scrim- 
mage, Houghton Lake fum- 
bled and Ethan Lewis recov- 
ered the ball for GHS. 
Grayling took over 49 yards 
from the goal line. 

Quarterback Zane Tobin 
threw to Tyler Brigham for 
26 yards on first down. On 
the next play, Riley Zigila 
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ran for 13 yards. On the 
third play of the drive, 10 
yards from the end zone, a 
pass went through the hands 
of a Grayling receiver and 
Houghton Lake came down 
with an interception. The 
resulting series ended with a 
punt that went out of bounds 
24 from the goal fine. 

Grayling quickly took 
advantage of the good field 
position with a 22-yard TD 
pass from Tobin to Cody 
Myers on 2nd and 8. 
Brigham kicked the extra 
point and GHS led 7-0. 

On Ist and 10, Zigila 
intercepted a Houghton 
Lake pass, giving Grayling 
the ball 35 yards from the 
end zone. The serics ended 
on downs with an incom- 
plete pass on 4th and 15. 

The next two possessions 
— one by each team -- ended 
with punts. 

On Ist and 10, the fourth 
play of the series, Myers 
intercepted «a Houghton 
Lake pass attempt. Grayling 
finished the possession with 
a one-yard TD run by 
Zigila. The 10-play drive 
covered 59 yards. Brigham 
kicked the extra point and 
Grayling led 14-0. 

Grayling tried an on-side 
kick and Zach Randall 
recovered it for the Vikings 
at Houghton Lake’s 29-yard 
line. The series ended with a 
fumble on 2nd and 15, the 
eighth play of the drive. 

Houghton Lake broke 
free for an 82-yard TD run 
on the second play of the 


resulting series. 

On the kickoff, the 
Bobcats stripped the ball 
and covered it. Two plays 
later, Houghton Lake ran 60 
yards for a touchdown. The 
two-point conversion 
attempt failed. GHS led 14- 
12 with 9:49 jeft in the first 
half. 

Grayling responded with 
a 14-play 60-yard scoring 
drive, ending it with a 10- 
yard TD pass from Tobin to 
Steven Enos. The series 
included two fourth down 
conversions — both 4th and

Houghton Lake punted on 
4th and 38. 

On 3rd and 9, the Bobcats 
intercepted a Grayling pass, 
fumbicd on the return, and 
Houghton Lake kept posses- 
sion by falling on the loose 
ball.

The Michigan Volunteer 
Defense Force is seeking to 
add several hundred men 
and women to its ranks to 
help serve the state and 
communities during emer- 
gencies. 

The Michigan Volunteer 
Defense Force recently held 
its annual two-day training 
at Camp Grayling, 

The governor, at— the 
request of county emer- 
gency response directors, 
can activate the Michigan 
Voluntecr Defense Force to 
assist with emergency oper- 
ations centers and commu- 
nity emergency response 
teams. 

About 160) men and 
women took part in training 
and refresher courses at 
Camp Grayling, which 
included fire-fighting, 
search and rescue, first-aide 
and radio communications. 
The force can have the 


equivalent of 10 percent of 


active Michigan National 
Guard Troops, so there are 
opportunities for over 1,000 
people to join the team, 

Most of the members are 
retired U.S. Military” or 
National Guard service men 
and women, though mili- 
tary experience in not 
required to be part of the 
Michigan Volunteer 
Defense Force. 

“It's kind of way for them 
keep on with the things they 
like to do,” said Command 
Set, Maj. Raymond Olson 
of Cheboygan. “They like 
the military culture and the 
friends they've met over the 
years.” 

The Michigan State 
Guard Association of the 


United States assists the 
Volunteer Defense Force 
through its dues, allowing 
the purchase of equipment 
and funding for training. 

“We want to still keep our 
hand in and stay involved, 
but maybe they‘re not able,” 
said Lt. Col. Bill Korp of 
Holland about soldiers who 
are disabled. 

The Michigan State 
Defense Force was estab- 
lished in {917. State law- 
makers provided for the 
establishment of two forces. 
First was the Home Guard, 
which served the military 
mission intrastate assign- 
ment and its service as the 
Michigan National Guard 
was federally activated for 
World I, The second force 
was the Michigan State 
Troops Permanent Force 
with state authority, which 
continues today as the 
Michigan Department. of 
State Police. 

The Michigan — State 
Troops were activated 
intrastate for World War 1, 
World War IL and during the 
Korean Conflict, but) was 
deactivated in 1952, In 
1988 Michigan's first peace 
lime state defense force was 
activated with the name of 
the Michigan Emergency 
Volunteers, but were 
reduced to a standby cadre 
in 1998 due to the end of 
the Cold War. 

“Once we were out of the 
Cold War, that changed the 
whole dynamic of — this 
thing,” Korp said. 

In January 2005, Maj. 
Gen. Thomas Cutler, the 
director and Adjutant

The brigade 
is composed of seven battal- 
ions whose areas of opera- 
tion duplicate the districts 


of the Michigan State 
Police. 
The mission of the 


Volunteer Defense Force is 
to assist with focal natural 
and man-made disasters 
along with Hometand 
Security missions. The 
Defense Force would be 
called to duty in an admin- 
istrative role if the entire 
Michigan Natural Guard 
were federalized for war. 

But on the local level, the 
Volunteer Defense Force 
works hand-in-hand with 
emergency management 
directors, law enforcement 
and first responders. 

“We seamlessly come in, 
they tell us what to do and 
we're ready and trained to 
do it,’ Korp said. 
“Information 1s king. We 
Operale much better on 
information and knowledge 
than getting out in the field 
and stumbling all over each 
other.” 

The Volunteer Defense 
Force was not called into 
action for the wildfire, 
which occurred east of 
Grayling in) May, but the 
experience of one of its 
members proved to come in 
handy, 

Pvt. Gary Rapelje, assis- 
tant director for respiratory 
care and the sleep lab for 
Mercy Hospital Grayling 
was Cafled into action. First, 
Rapelje, who ts part of the 
hospital's emergency 
response team, had to deal 
with the prospect of evacu- 
ating Mercy Hospital 
Grayling and was in contact 
with Otsego Memorial 
Hospital in’ Gaylord and

“At one point, we didn’t 
know which way the fire 
was going,” he said. “The 
training here has really 
helped me out a lot.” 

Next, Rapelje played a 
key role in evacuating 
Hilltop Manor, a nursing 
home In Roscommon, 
Residents were transferred 
to hospitals and other nurs- 
ing homes in the region. 

“I had gone through all 
the courses with — the 
Volunteer Defense Force 
and I was able to take on 
that role,” Rapelje said. 

The Michigan Volunteer 
Defense Force is a volun- 
leer operation and its mem- 
bers are not paid. They meet 
monthly at Camp Grayling 
along with the annual two- 
day training. They are also 
required to purchase and 
maintain their own uni- 
forms and accessories upon 
eppointment. 

“It's really selfless serv- 
ice,” said Col. William 
Ewald. "There are a lot of 
patriots here and Michigan 
should be proud that there 
are a lot of people that are 
willing lo pay out of their 
own pockets (o respond lo 
the call.” 

Crawford County 9LI/ 
Emergency Management 
Director Larry Akers said 
he appreciates having such 
an experienced and trained 
resource to calf upon during 
emergencies. 

“They are good conscien- 
tious people that are out 
there trying to be help the 
community,” Akers said.
